A war of any magnitude, lasting 
a year or so, with such a power aa 
Germany would keep us busily oc¬ 
cupied. Tba probability ia that it 
would not be altogether a naval 
warfare. There would be lighting 
on land and sea, and our weak 
coast defenses would tempt the en¬ 
emy to attack our seaboard dues.

History af ths Sswssi Trssklss. 

Trouble* have existed among ths 
Hamoaua since ItUO, lu that year 
the German Commercial and Finn 
tatlou Society at Apia, or, rather, 
Its predecessor, the flrui of Gods 
froy, of Hamburg, stood na the side 
ol Malietoa, a chief tielonging to one 
of the moat dlatlugnlslied families 
or Hamon. Throughout tbe alio- 
oaedlng twenty years the foreigners 
who settled in Heuioa- Americans, 
Knglisbmen aud Germans—sought, 
by taking sides with or against 
Malietoa, to strengthen respect for 
tbelr respective nations, and there 
by increase their commerce. In 1878 
the United ritutes, which had pro 
vioasly obtained a concession of a 
magaiflcient harbor In the Hamon 
Islands and established a coaling 
station there, made a treaty with 
Bamoa, Tbe local government In 
in 1H70 being a state of great con- 
fusion, Hir Arthur Gordon,as Queen 
Victoria’s commissioner In the Wes 
tarn Pacific, established King Mai- 
letoa firmly on the throne and le¬ 
aned a proclamation. This procla¬ 
mation was followed by a treaty 
with Malietoa, dated August 18. 
1878. lu tbe asms year Germany 
also made a treaty with Malietoa. 
Tbe treaties entered Into between 
the United States, Great Britian, 
Germany and Samoa were teratiea 
of friendship and reciprocity, a- 
greed to for tbe purpose of pro 
■noting the trade which American, 
English and German inerebauta 
had gone to tbe remote Bamoau 
Islands to establish. It was under 
stood and agreed upon among the 
treaty powers that tbe iudepen 
deuce and neutrality of these is¬ 
lands should be forever preserved. 
While America and KuglaBd bava 
remained consistent to tbe treaty 
obligatioas and have recognized 
Malietoa as the legitimate ruler, 
the policy of the Germans has lieea 
a wavering oue. At one time they 
would recognize Malietoa as King, 
et another they would take sides 
with tbe opposing King. In 1884 
King Malietoa was coerced into an 
agreement with the German Gov- 
eruineut and sent a protest about 
it to tbe Germau Emperor. Fol¬ 
lowing tbe protest there was sent 
a petition to the English Queen, 
signed by nearly all the Samoan 
chiefs, praying for annexation to 
Great Britain on tbe ground, a- 
raong others, that they were afraid 
of being forcibly annexed by the 
Germans. In 1885 and again In 
1888 farther attempts were made 
by Germaoy to seize the sovereign 
ty of tbe Samoan Islands, bat each 
time the attempt was successfully 
resisted by the British and Ameri¬ 
can representative!. 

Id the autumn of 1880 a German 
named Brandeis appeared in Apia. 
The public was given to understand 
that he was in the nervine of the 
German Commercial and Planta¬ 
tion .Society Among the employes 
of this firm, however, it was known 
that be had been selected to lie 
tbe Minister of jllullrloa’s rival. 
Tamasese, Brandeis at once bo an 
to study local conditions, and work 
ed at times st the German Conan 
late, made lilmaelf familiar with 
the busluus* and social relstloiis 
of Apia, and then wsnt to the 
home of Tamasesc, In the Immsdl 
ate vicinity of the great rollon end 
cocoa plantation of the Gorman 
Commercial ami Plantation Socle 
ty. There a house was built aud 
famished by this sooloty lor Bran 
dels, and there lie slaved, with 
out it being publicly kuowu, us the 
adviser of Tainasose aud ported 
Ing himself in the Hunjmiu Inn 
guuge. Tamasese and Ills ml her 
cuts were (lieu amply supplied wllli 
arms and munitions. At l.lin lie 
ginning of 1887, within a In let perl 
od, hundreds ol muskets were scut 
through the German Commercial 
■ nd Plantation fkwlAlj and through 
Bratidela lo Tamasase's party, A 
little lalm a Got Midi Hast ol lour 
or five ships was at Hiiohoi In the I 


harbor of Apia. Poor days later 
tho German Consul wrute to Malle 
foa complaining that German set 
tiers had linen attacked by the nu 
lives ea March 22 of that year, anil 
that from time to time dnrlog tbe 
prevloes four years the Oermuu 
plantations had been damaged to 
tbe amount of tbousauds of dot 
lars a year. A heavy demand for 
compensation was made for tbe 
damage to tlie plantations, without 
a single item of particulars being 
given to tbe Henman King.- Tbe 
moustrous deinaud was made that 
the sum claimed for com|*>n*atlon 
should lie paid tbe next day—a de 
maud which; In such a country, It 
was practically ini|K>salhle te meet. 
The Klug wrote, promising su An¬ 
swer lu three days, and the reply 
given by the German commander 
was the landing on tbe uext day 
of seven liuudred troops from bis 
squadrou, aud tbe Issulugof a proc 
lamntlon In the name of the Gev I 
crumenl of Germany, declaring 
Tamasese Klug of Hainna. At the I 
same time Malietoa was deported, | 
first to Hamburg, then to Bremer 
haven, wae lodged aud boarded un 
dor police *u|tervlsioo at Lehr, a 
snbnrbof Uremerbaveu, and then 
was taken to Australia on board 
the steamship Xeckar, by a Oer 
muu naval officer. 

Tbe native opposition to Tama 
seee, or to the Hreudelr-Tamasese 
Government, as it Is called, reach 
ep its climax on September tf, 1888, 
on which date they crowned Matas- 
fa, a legitimate *ucee*aur to Malia- 
toa, Klug of Hsiuoa, with tbe title 
of Malietoa, Tooa Malania. No¬ 
tices of the event were at once sant 
to the American English and Ger 
man Consols, the French prleet, 
and to Tumsseae. Mataafa is still 
«t tbe bead of the Government and 
is doiug atl in his power to keep it 
oat of the hand* ef Tnmsscse and 
bis Germau allies. The position o( 
the Uuited (States to-day ie contain¬ 
ed in the following instruction* 
which Secretary Whitdey telegraph 
*d to Admiral Kiralierly at I'aiim- 
ma on Jsnnary 11: 

“Yon will proceed at once to 8 s 
moA mid extend rail protection to 
American interests, citizen* and 
property. Yon will consnll witb 
the American Vice Consol, examine 
In* archives and otherwise inform 
yourself a* to the situation and all 
recent occurrence* You will pro¬ 
test against the subjugation of the 
native Snmonn Government by Ger¬ 
many ns in violation of positive a 
greemout and anderslunding lie 
tween the treaty powers, lint Inlorm 
the representatives of the Hrloish 
i nd German Governments of yanr 
readme** to co opperute in cansiiig 
all treaty rights to be re*|ieoted, 
and in restoring peace and order 
on the basis of recognition of 8 a 
moan right* to independence; en 
deavor to prevent extreme mens 
tire* against the HamoADS.”
